The deadline for application to 
participate in the World Univer- 
sity Service Summer Educational 
Programme has been extended to 
Friday, February 10. Application 
forms are still available at the 
S.E.C. offices in the" Union. 

This summer the W.U.S. prog- 
ramme will consist of five weeks 
of study tours followed by a three 
week seminar In Germany. Each 
study group will visit one of the 
following areas: Germany, Greece, 
Spain, Portugal, Yugoslavia, and 
the. USSR, and will also spend a 
few days in Paris, to study the 
work of such international agenci- 
es as UNESCtf and NATO. One 
month will be spent in each area 
and at least a week will bo spent 
in a university wherever possible. 

Those students who possess'the 
I)roper qualifications will bo re- 
viewed by a board of judges con- 
sisting of three faculty members 
and three students. Candidates 
will be clipson on the basis of 
academic standing and of extra- 
curricular activities. Two or three 
students will be chosen to repre- 
sent McGill. Every effort will bo 
made to allocate students to the 
study tour according to their pre- 
ference but the final decision will 
rest with tho Administrative Com- 
mittee. 

The SEC will grant $150 to- 
wards expenses and $826;towards 



the passage of each participant. 
Each student will be required to 
provide a minimum of $100 for 
personal expenses as well as funds 
for all expenses during the two 
weeks free time which they will 
have at the end of the tour. «

To Be Shown Tuesday 
At Montreal High 

On Tuesday, 7th February 1056, 
Mr. Victor von Hagen will give 
a lecture and show his film 'The 
Highway oif the Sun* in the audi 
torlum of the Montreal High 
School., Mr. von Hagon's visit is 
spoiao^eilijby the University, Tho 
Montréal Geographical Society 
and The Archaeological Associati- 
on of Quebec. 

■ Mr. von, Hagen is a well-known 
explorer and archaeologist and 
this film, which Is sixty-five min- 
utes in' length, in colour and fully 
scored, is a record of his recent 
expedition In Peru. On that expe- 
dition Mr. von Hagen traced the 
complex of the Inca road system 
in Peru, one of the greatest and 
most romantic systems over 
known. The work took tho expe- 
dition to every region of Peru and 
sixty thousand feet of colour film 
was used In making the record. 
The film shows the adventures of 
tho expedition on tho road Itself, 
on the ground and in tracing from 
the air. 

,Tho excavation of archaeological 
sites is shown, the ruins of 'dead 
cities' and tho digging out of 
mummies. Tho route of the ex- 
pedition up the Andes, Lake Titi- 
caca and tho people who live round 
It, at an altitude of 12,000 feet, 
above sea-level^ houses of the dead, 
ancient Inca bridges, llamas, alpa- 
cas and the reed-balsa boats of 
the lake are shown. 

Cuzco and tho search for the 
Inca city in Machu Picchu are 
shlawn, and also the stirring ride 
up to 16,000 foot In the savage 
snow-fields of the mountains of 
Balcantay, tho ruins, Vilcas-Hu- 
aman, the Bridge of San Luis Rey 
nnd-Huanaco. And through it all 
runs the theme' of tho work in 
the search for the road. 

This film has been shown to 
learned societies and to'large audi- 
ences all -.over Europe and North 
America. As a film it "is of the 
highest professional standard: as 
a record of scientific adventure 
it is enthralling^

This is a modern age, and we claim to be modern people; yet, everywhere our behaviour is 
guided by antiquated institutions and laws. The most antiquated of these institutions an» laws are those 
which hove been foisted upon us by the boys who made up religion, and who are presently perpetu- 
ating it Certbin of their. more absurd propositions such as "Go to church on Sunday" and Praise bod 
for all our blessings" we hoppily ignore.

The Marcel /Pagnol Company 
made its local debut < on Saturday 
night before a packed Saint Denis 
Theatre. Marius was the play and 
it was the natural choice, forming 
as it does the pivot for Fagnol's 
trilogy of playa abotft the liVes 
and loves of the coinmbh people 
in the French port of Marseilles. 
It is simple to create such provin- 
cials as these but to infuse them 
with human earthiness and give 
them simple dignity — this has 
stymied, many a playwright. 

Not so for Pagnol. His chara- 
cters are real and vivid and never 
become exaggerated or downright 
ludicrous, in spite of patois dia 
logue which may at times be hu- 
merously strange to the. unknow- 
ing ear. And in this first play, 
this ability of Pagnol Is clearly 
sho^vn. 

Marius is a young bar-keeper in 
Marseilles whose dreams for far 
off places grow with the arrival 
of each new ship. Countering this 
adventurous urge is his deep love 
for Cesar, a surly but good-natu 
red brute of a father, and Fan- 



ny, a simple vendeuse of sea shells. 
Fanny, not realizing this Inner 
struggle within the man," thinks 
that her love for Marina is beinjr 
spurned. To win him over, she 
gives herself to him. .But, in the 
end, not even this sacrifice can 
match the lure' of the sea. In the 
remaining plays of the trilogy, 
this theme is continued and we 
follow the characters through a 
lifetime, 

However, no synopsis can do 
justice to a play that is filled with 
characters and incidents, some hi- 
lariotis, some deeply moving, but 
all highly entertaining.

define. The maio. feature of any riot is the parti- 
cipotion of the civil population. The term riot covers a wide variety of disturbances, from minor brawls 
to full scale near wars between civilians and police. . Riot is liable to happen anywhere at any time — 
over a 5c fore increase, over racial differences, over economic problems! The right conditions, the 
crucial moment, the spark needed to begin a riot, however, sometimes comes unexpectedly, and there- 
in licSljliic^danger — a riot can, flare up over the slightest thing; the element. of the mob always plays 
a leading part, and this mob spirit allows individuals to perpetrate crimes and atrocities with little fear 
of detection. The riots that broke out in Kano, Nigeria, in May 1953, exhibit most of the features of 
this kind of civil disturixince. ' ■ y -u- z-^-' ■i'^^y^'^^^Wf--^'^^-'''^^^^^ 

Origins 

The Hausa aro Moslem, from 
the North tho (Ibos and Yorubas), 
Christiana; The races have never 
mixed. The Sonthemers rqn the 
railways, staff the 'trading offices, 
and are eager for a European edn- 
cadion. The Northerners, rooted 
in Moslem tradition, preserve the 
old way of life, .They hate and 
fear thé Southerners, for they be- 
lieve, with some justice, that as 
soon as tho British quit Nigeria, 
the Ibos will estaUish^t&^elvcs 
aii'thé rulers of tHe^iioIe' country. 
This tense political and racial si- 
tuation was the seed bed of the 
riots. 

Beginnings 
Work finished at noon on the 
Saturday, and we had adjourned 
to the clubs'' for the two favorite 
colonial sports — drinking ' and 
gossiping. It was near the end 
of the hot season — torrid, tense 
•weather that made people irrit- 
able. We waited for the cool that 
ieomes when thé rains break. 

All day, the trading firms had 
been selling their stocks of mache- 
tes. These Jungle knives àré the 
worlds worst weapon — they, cut 
clean, and they cut deep. There 
was to be a political meeting iq 
the Sabon Gari — a Sputh/rn po- 
litician .was to talk on Indepen- 
dénce, but there had been other 
political meetings and nothing had 
happened, so few people worried. 
The administrative machine, like 
so many othér British Institutions, 
was perfectly geared for everyth- 
ing except an emergency. 
Tension, in the atmosphere, and 
CJft^Wggnted all day. 
^gv was banned, 

^ ^Ja crowd from 

gatheriiî^Po'prwere moved in, 
and the minor disturbance fizzled 
hprtly after, à storm burst, 
in(^9itr seemed as if the trouble 
had ended as the Africans, hurried 
home. 

First Day ' 
The initial action or actions 
that cause a crowd to become a 
mob are difficult to pin-point But 
from ' a series of small incidents, 
and a congregation of the worst 
elements, a mob is born. Tho 
formation of the mob marks the 
first step towards excess. 

At 8:80 on the Sunday morning, 
I walked over to see a friend. As 
I reached his hoyse, another Euro- 
pean drove up, 

"Report to' the Residency to be 
sworn in as Special Constables. 
Riots havo broken out — 'they're 
looting the market", he said he- 
fore driving off to warn other 
Europeans. 

In the colonies it is usual, in 

times of emergency, to swear in 

all the Europeans as Special 

Constables, and sometimes to 

arm, them. The native police and 

troops have theiv own racial 

loyalties.^ At the Residency we 

stood in fine, were handed a piece 



of piipeir^aiiaj|i;fçime official 
'members of the Nigerian Special 
Constabulary. Later wc were is- 
sued steel helmets, armhands, 
and clubs. Wo reported down to 
the Special Constabulary Heâd- 
quartç|r||^-!.the trading area. . 
TypieS?OTf the early stages of 
atiy riot is the complete lack of 
co-ordination. Strong measures 
taken in° time will quash, or at 
lesist contain, a riot. In the co- 
lonies,, however, ^hct authorities, 
are loath to coinmttj^ 
to any definito^^SBsSfrattto 
early stages of a riot, in case 
things should peter out, aa thegr 
sometimes do. ' . 

One of our first assignments 
was to pick up steel helmets for 
the Special Constables fighting 
looters in tho market When we 
reached the market, tho place was 
already a shambles. Looting goes 
hand in hand. with, rioting — ' it 
is the first and most profitable 
excess of tho mob. A European 
police officer, with a' dozen Afri- 
can police was trying to clear the 
area br; baton, charges. It was use-^ 
less. ' As soon as he got one sec^on 
cleared, the looters would trickle 
back. The European Specials were 
;Combing the market, for looters, 
disarming them, then freeing 
thefn. We were a fev^ against 
thousands, and could do little; 

All day we chased and disam- 
ed looters, taking an occasional 
break for a beer, and sometimes 
going down to thé Sabon Gafi Po- 
lice Post to check on the progress 
of the riot. We were at tho police 
post when they brought in the 
dusty man. Grey with the dirt of 
the streets, it took six men to 
carry him off the police truck — 
any fewer, and he would have fal- 
len apart One harm hung ofjf, his 
head was wide open, and red gap- 
,inp wounds criss-crossed the ebony 
of his skin. He was not quite 
dead. • 

Second Day ! 

All through the night African 
police and troops had been flying 
in to Kano airport Next morning, 
on patrol, at six, we saw them 
strung along the streets — silent, 
stcel-helmcted, armed. The looting 
had ended now — the market was 
ennpty. Wo ■were patrolling be- 
tween the Sabon Gari and Fagge, 
at the edge of the market, when 
the incident which touched off 
the worst excesses, of the riot oc- 
curred. A trtick driven by a Spoth 
erner came in from bush, running 
the gauntlet of a Hause mob who 
hauled everything it conld lift at 
it. As we watched, the truck scrfr 
ached round a comer, went into 
n ditch, and hit n tree. A mob 
ofSouthemcrs came out to recover 
it, and was charged by a Hause 
mob. The Southerners retreated, 
and as they gained the' safety of 



their house, they turned and shot 



a Housaman; The Northerners 
ran, and about a hundred yards 
from us, another man was mowed 
down by a shotgun blast One of 
our carB|ha4^ken off to report, 
and the^iic^arrived to break up 
the mob with tçar gas bombs — 
an invaluable aid in any riot 

The two towns,* isolated from 
each other, '.were surrounded to 
prevçni^ the rlotAiimding. While 
this marked tiiH^^rairig of the 
end, tho fury of thé mobs was 
now turned loose Inside the towns 
In Fagge, the Iboè ^were witcb 
hunted. Their throats were cut, 
their heads smashed in, their 
hands removed. If they died first, 
they were lucky^ Usualjy, before 
the life was out of them, they 
weiwi^^fewjched in kerosene and set 
onViirfffc-' "mutUatedi . screaming 
human torches. Unaware of this 
we entered Fagge. 

We got one Southerner out of 
a house and put htin;in/a; p61ieéi ; 
triîelc, haTirig ' previously arran- 
ged with a native police ser- 
gcant'major to have it driven 
away. As we reached our cars, 
there wasn't a policeman in sight 
Sticks, bricks, stones, bottles, 
knives, lumps of earth filled the 
air. The Southerner crouched in 
the' back of the "truck. Towering 
over him ,was a Hausaman, 
shielding him with his body, and 
hurling the missiles back. An- 
other constable and I went back, 
climbed into the cab, started the 
èngine, àn^' drove away through 
'the mob. The Tall Hansamen was 
pulled from the truck, but res- 
cued by the police. The Ibo, his 
head -split, recovered later. 

The Last Day 

The riots hit their peak about 
noon on Monday. Oh Tuesday a 
barbed wire fence between Sabon 
Gari and Fagge -^i^ple^. 
Tho order "Shoot tlf'Kflinf^^. 
one crossed the wire" was given. 
On Wednesday, the market re- 
opened. By Friday things wpre 
back to normal. The élow gradual 
settling back after a peak is typi- 
cal. Once a-riot area Is contained, 
and tho riot stops spreading, the 
main danger is over. 

An official enquiry was ordered, 
and a report issued. Like most re- 
ports it was very wise after the 
event. Thé Hausaman who shelte- 
red the Southerner was awarded 
the British Empire Medal.

both 'officials, and against both teams, but rather It is the tendency 
of the officials to let the game get out of hand, that caused the great- 
est concern among sincere hockey fans. 

By the third period, one got the impression that the referees,. 
Messrs. Jim Hoggaity and Charlie Deziel, were struggling, as it were^ 
to get through with their chore with ithe lejist amount of pain or bother. 
The game seemed, indeed, to have overwhelmed them. Laval, trailing 
at the time by an obviously insurmountable margin, hegan to attempt 
.1 somewhat rougher style of play, to say the least and found that they 
could get away with it. This fl^adually intensified until the game, at 
times seemed to be more of a gladiatorial combat on the part of both 
clubs. To add insailt to Injury, when the off icials* finally decided to 
hand out peimlties, they were usually to,fiome innocent fellow who ob- 
viously did not deserve the term in the cooler. 

Surely, if the referees ore going to continue to demonstrate a lack 
of ability to handle a hockey game;, and if no new men are fortb> 
coming to replace them, the sport is going to lose much of Its crowd 
appeal,' except, of course,' to wrestling fans, no matter now good the' 
playerr, of the future may be. It should be pointed out that'Haggarty 
and Deziel are both qualified officials of (he Quebec Amateur Hockey 
Association. 

The clearest evidence of the shakincss of the aforementioned refe- 
rees was to be found In the following incident. Doug Maule coralled a 
piick well inside the Laival blue line and prepared to take a clear bW 
on I/avoie, tlje Laval goaler. Hnggarty, however, though not in position, 
to sec the play clearly, thought that the puck may have travelled out 
over the iblue lino before Maule brought it into the Laval zone. If this 
were so, than an offside call would hanrc been in order. Obviously, 
Haggaj toj vas uncertafai "whether to make the call or not; he waited a 
f uUpSt^eeven seconds iwhile iMaulo was getting set to shoot, and 
thai'decId^ij^to^UOTr the whistle as the puck left Maule's stick.

It was evident to everyone there that McCann was definitely rdbbed 
of a goal. 

A little^ later, Len Sigurdson was the victim of a vicious cross- 
check in the Laval right-hand comer. Len folded like a deck choir and 
collapsed on the Ice. He was helped off the ice amidst pleas from the 
fans for, at least, a two-minute penalty to the Laval player; what was 
handed out was a grin and a shrug from CharIieJDez|el — it was 
clear' that neither, of the two officials had even'|&%i|lookiB'g in the 
direction of the incident, despite Uie^ f act^ai^ffl WUM^W ; In that 
very comer at the time.. À further indleaUraf^nK^^ioseniess with 
which Deziel and his confrere were olwerving the contest was the play 
in which Baltzan stole the puck for McGill, skated' toward the right- 
hand side of the Laval cage and passed the puck out to Konyk who 
eventually slapped It in. Deziel reported to the scorer that Baltzan had 
scored on passes from McCann and Konyk, and wou\d only change his 
decision after hearing from three hockey players, two reporters, 
twenty-eight fans 'and an usher. 

This may sound a little unsportsmanlike, but, early in the game, 
a Laval player was hurt inside the Laval blue line; the puck came onto 
the stick of a McGiU player standing directly in front of the net, yet 
the play was stopped^>dminister to the Laval player before the puck 
had changed hahd^To''%Uow the play to continue another few seconds 
would have been unkind to the unfortunate injured player, but, if 
there are rules, let's stick to them. Too often do we see potentially 
good hockey games resolve themselves into waltzes or wrestling 
matcjies due to incompetent refereelng.
